SHOOTING MOON 
_ WITH A ROCKET 


HOLDUPS CEASE New Invention May 


(By a Stal Corresponéent.\ 
Washington, D. C., Jan. 11 —Spe 
claL]—The invention of a new type 
of multiple charge high efficiency 
rocket that will penetrate the 200 miles 
of the earth's atmosphere and possibly 
shoot to the moon was announced ‘to- 
day by the Smithsonian institution. 
The invention is the work ot Prof. 
Robert H. Goddard of Clark college. 
The highest level so far reached by 
scientists with recording instruments 
is nineteen miles, accomplished with a 
Prof. Goddard claims his rocket, 
weighing 1,274 pounds, will lead to 
great discoveries. The announcement 
from the Smithsonian states that Prof. 
Goddard is at present perfecting the 
reloading mechanism of his rocket and 
that it is hoped that a demonstration 
can be made soon: —~ 
Increase in Velocity. 
“The apparatus,” the announcement 
says, “designed and tested by Prof. 
Goddard is a multiple-charge high ef- 
ficiency rocket of a new design. The 
determining factor of the efficiency of 
a rocket is the velocity of ejection of 
the gases due to the explosion of the 
propelling material. |
